in the parliament holden at weſtmyſter, the. rrt. day of January, the 
lyꝛſte yere ofthe reygne of our ſouerayne loꝛde the kynge that nowe is foz 
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as muche as diuers of the kynges ſubiectes of late tyme were hurted, troy: 
bled, w2onged, and ſome diſherited by eſchetours and commiſſioners, 
cauſynge vntrue offices to be kounden, and ſometyme retournynge into the 
courtes of recoꝛde, offices and inquiſictons that were neuer kounde, and 
ſometime chaungeinge the matter ot the offices that were truely tounden, to 
the greate hurte, trouble, and diſheriſon ol thekynges true ſubiectes, that 
lyke befoze time hath not ben ſene in this realme. Wherkoꝛe it was oꝛdey⸗ 
ned, eſtabliſhed, and enacted by auctozttee cf the ſaide parliamente, that if 
any eſchetour oz commiſſioner hereafter retourne, oꝛ put in to anie of the 
kynges courtes, ante inquiſicions oz offices, concerninge landes, tene⸗ 
mentes, 02 other hereditamentes : not foundennoz pꝛel ented by the othes of 
rit. men, and indented, and by them ſealed : that than the ſame eſchetour oz 
commiſſioner to fozfaite fo2 eueryſuch office oz inquiſtcion ſo retourned and 
put in to any of the ſaide courtes, a hundreth poundes to the partie oz par- 
ties greued by any ſuche inquiſicion o2 office. And from henſekozthe that no 
eſchetour, ne no man ſytte by vertue of any comiſſion, to enquere of landes, 
tenementes, oz other hereditamentes, excepte he, o2 other to his vie, haue 
landes, tenementes oz hereditamentes, ot the perely value of. xl. markes, 
aboue al charges and repꝛiſes, vpon peyne ot. xx.li.

And that the Jury, that ſhall be ſwoꝛne befoꝛe 
anie eſchetaur oz ſuche commiſſioner, to enquere of landes, tenementes, 
oz other hereditamentes, ſhall receyue the counterpane of the office oꝛ inqui⸗ 
ſicion, that by thein ſhall be pꝛelented, indented and ſealed by the erchetour, 
oꝛ by ſuch commiſſyoner, and the ſame delpuer, and ſuffer to reſte in the 
pollcſſion of the fyꝛſte perſone, that ſhalbe lwoꝛne in the ſaid Jury, with hym 
to remapne, to thentente that the laide commyſſioner oz eſchetour maie not 
chaunge nozembelell the (aide offices 02 inqutſtctous.

And 
that euery eſchetour and commtlltoner after a Jury oꝛ enquelt betoꝛe any of 
themſwozne, beredy to gyuc their verdite oꝛ pzeſentment, and offer to pꝛe⸗ 
ſente the ſame, that the lame eſchetour oꝛ commyſſioners, oꝛ parte ot them 
ſhall receyue the lame verdite without karder delaye, vpon peyne of. C. li. 
and delyuer the counterpane of the endenture to the Jurye in kourme a⸗ 
foe rcherſed, vpon lyke peyne. And that if the clerke ot the petite baggeof dg 
the kynges Chauncery(fo2 the time beyng ) oꝛ his deputie oz deputtes,02 any vagge, 
other offycer, there hauyng actoꝛitee to rueceyue any luche office oꝛ inqui⸗ 
ſicyon, to whole handes any luche office oꝛ inquyſicyon ſhall come to, whi⸗ 
che ought to be retourned into the ſaid Chauncery, wyll not receiue pſame 
office oꝛ inquiſicion, and put it on the Filas to remayne ot teco2de, within 
tit. dayes alter it be receiued oꝛ offred to hym to be receyued : he to fozfayte 
foꝛ euery ſuche dekaute .

And that no 
man be compelled after the feaſte of all ſayntes nerte commyng to occupye Forfai- 
noꝛ ecerciſe the office of any eſchetour by any one patent, ouer one hole yere, po 
And that ho that is ones eſchetour, ſhall not be made eſchetour againe with 
in thꝛe yeres alter the koꝛeſayde hole yere ended. And ik any eſchetour (after 
the feaite ot all Saynctes) be made Eſchetour, oz exercyſe his offyce by rea⸗ 
ſon of one patent ouer the tyme ok one hole pere ended, oz be made eſchetour 
within tin. yere, after as is atozeſayde that than after the ſayde hole yere, in 
kourme atoꝛe ſavd ended his patent ſo made to be voyde and of none elkecte. 
And that the partie oꝛ parties ſo greued ſhall haue his oz their recouerie of 
euery of the ſayd koꝛfaitures of one.

¶ P2ouided allo that this acte (as to any penaltie in theſame concernyng 
the ſufficiencie of eſchetour and iurours atozeſatde) extende not, noz be pꝛe⸗ 
iudiciall to any eſchetour in cities oz townes coꝛpoꝛate, ne to any other eſche⸗ 
tour made, oz hereafter to be made by any perſon o2 perſons, hauynge pꝛi⸗ 
uileges to make eſchetours fo2 inquiſicions ołk landes, tenementes, oz here⸗ 
ditamentes, ne to any ſheriffe oz bayliſte fo: retournynge in any panell any 
perſon oz perſons befoꝛe any ofthe ſayde elchetours ot leſſe value than ts 
contepned in the ſayde acte. The eſchetours of the counties palantyne of 
Lancaſter, and Cheſter in this pꝛouiſe onely foꝛpꝛiſed and excepted. 

¶ Pꝛouided alſo that this acte extende noꝛ be pꝛeiudiciall to any Juſtices 
of the peace, fo2 any thynge doing concernyng the commillion of the peace, 
whicheacte and ſtatute was ozdeyned and made to endure vnto p fyzſt day 
of this pꝛeſent parlyament. And kozas muche as the layde acteis thoughte 
to be veray neceſſary and behofeable: Be it therfore ozdcined, eſfablyſhed, 
and enacted by the kyng our ſoueraygne loꝛde, and the loꝛdes ſpirituall and 
tempozall, and the commons in this pꝛeſent parliament aſſembled, and by 
autozttie of the ſame, that the ſayde acte concerninge eichetours and com⸗ 
myſſioners, and euery thyng therin conteyned, ſtande and be in full ſtrength 
vertue and effecte foz euer moe. 


¶ An acte concetnyng the maputenaunte ok archerp and chotpnge 
in longe bowes within this realme, Lap. iii, 


N 2 tectes of this his realme in ſhotyngge in longe bowes, there hath 
continually growen and ben within the lame great nombꝛe and 


the ſubiectes therof agayuſt the cruell malice # daunger of they2 outwarde 
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ennempes in tyme herr to foze paſted, but alſo with litle nombꝛe ⁊ puiſſance 
in regarde, haue done many notable actes and diſcomtetures of warre a⸗ 
gainſt the infidels and other, aud kurthermoꝛe ſubdued and reduced diuers 
and many regions and coutreys to their due obetſance to the great honour, 
fame, and ſuertie of this realme and lubiectes, and to the terrible dzede 
and feare ot all ſtraunge nacions any thinge to attempte oz do to the hurt oz 
damage ok them oꝛ any of them. And albett that dyuers good x pꝛokitable 
ſtatutes in the tyme ol his noble pꝛogenitours and pꝛedeceſlours kynges of 
this lande, foz the maintenaunce of archerie and longe bowes heretofoze 
haue ben made, amonge whiche the right famous kyng or noble memozye 
Henry the. vii. father to our ſayde ſouerayne loꝛde, by auctozttee of dyuers 
parlyametes,cauſed good and notable actes and ſtatutes to be eſtabliſſhed 
and made, and that ſhotyng in crolbowes ſhulde beſet on parte ⁊ not vſed. 
And alſo that great nombꝛe of boweſtaues of ewe ſhoulde be bꝛought and 
conueyed by marchauntes repayzynge into this realme krom thoſe partes 
where they growe, vpon certayne peynes in the ſame ſtatutes limitted and 
conteyned. yet neuer the lelle archery and ſhotyng in longe bowes is ryght 
lytle vſed, but dayly minilſheth, decayeth, and abateth moꝛe and moze, foz 
that muche parte of the cõmynaltie and parell ofthe realine, wherby of olde 
tyme the great noumbꝛe and ſubſtaunce of archers hath growen and multi⸗ 
plied, be not of power noꝛ abilitie to bie the longe bowes of ewe, to exerciſe 
ſhotynge in the ſame, and to ſuſteyne the continuall charge therof, and alſo 
by meanes and occaſion ot cuſtomable vſage of tenes plaie, bowles, cloſſhe, 
and other vnlawfullgames pꝛohibite by many good and benekictall eſtatu⸗ 
tes, by àuctoꝛitee ot parlyament, in that behalle pꝛouyded and made, great 
impoueriſihement hath inſued, and many heynous murders, robories, and 
felonies bee commptted and doone, and alſo the deuine leruyce, by ſuche 
myſooers on holy and feſtiuall dayes not herde oꝛ ſollemniſed, to the hyghe 
diſpleaſure ołk almyghty god. Wherkoꝛe the kynges highnelle of his moſte 
bleſſed diſpoſicion, great wiſedome, aud pꝛouidence, and alſo koꝛ zele to the 
publyke weale, fuertie and defence of this his realme, and ſubiectes, and 
they: auncient kame in this behalfe to be reuiued and repay:ed,by the aſſent 
ok his loꝛdes ſpirituall and tempoꝛal, and his commons in this pꝛeſent par⸗ 
liament aſſembled, and by auctoztee of the ſame, hath ozdeined, enacted, 
and eſtablyſſhed, that the ſtatute of wyncheſter fo2 archers, be put in due 
erecucion. And ouer that, that euery man beynge the kynges 
ſubiecte, not lame, decrepite, no2 maymed, noz hauyng any other lawkull 
oꝛ reaſonable cauſe o2 impediment, beyng within the age of. lx, yeres ex⸗ 
cepte ſpirituall men, Juſtices of the one benche and of the other, Juſtices 
of Alliſe, and barons of the eſchequer, do vſe and exerciſe ſhotynge in longe 
bowes. And alſo to haue a bowe and arrowes redy continually in his houle 
to vſe hym ſelke, and do ve hym ſelfe in ſhotynge. And alſo that the father, 
gouernours, and rulers of ſuche as be of tender age, do teache * 
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bp them in the knowlage of the ſame ſhotyng. And that euery man hauing 
à man childe, o2 men childzen in his houlc. Hall pꝛouide, o:deyne, c haue in 
his houſe foꝛ euery man chylde, beynge ot the age ol. vii. yeres, # aboue, tyll 
he ſhall come to the age of. x vii. yere, a bowe x. it. ſhaftes, to enduce #lerne 
them a bꝛinge them vp in ſhoting, and ſhall delyuer all the ſame bowes and 
arrowes to the ſame yonge men, to vie and occupie.

4 qa fayte and pay fo2 euety ſuche detaute.rit. d . And where any ſuche fozfaiture 

ſhallchappen to be founden within the pꝛecincte ol any fraunchiſe lete oꝛ law 

daie, than the loꝛde ot the lame kraunchiſe lete oꝛ lawday ſhall haue the foz- 

kaiture therot. Ind in all other places, all ſuche koꝛtayture to be to the king 

our ſoueraygne loꝛde, his heyꝛes and ſucceſſours. Ind that all ſtatutes 

heretotoꝛe made againſt thein that vſe vnlawfull games be duly put in exe⸗ 
— cucion, & puniſſheinent had accoꝛdyng to the penalties ol the lame, as well 

agaynſt the offenders & occupiers of ſuch vnlaufull games, as againſt them 

that be owners o2 kepers of houles oꝛ other places, where any ſuche vnlau⸗ 

full games be vſed,acco2dyng to p purpozt tenoꝛ ⁊ intent of h ſame ſtatutes. 
Juſtiſes And furthermoze that all iuſtices of peace, mapres, bapliffes, ſheriffes, con⸗ 
or pete. ables, & all other head officers and euery of them, fyndynge oz knowynge 
any maner perſon oꝛ pſons, vſynge oꝛ exerciſynge auy vnlautull games, con⸗ 
trary to the ſayde eſtatute, haue full power and auctoꝛitee to cõmytte euery 
ſuch offender to warde, there to remayne without bayle oꝛ mainpzſe, to ſuch 
tyme he oz they ſo offendynge, be bounden by obligacton to the kynges ble, 
in ſuche ſomme of money, as by the diſcrecion ot theſalde Juſtices, mayres, 
baplyffes, oꝛ other head officers ſhalbe thought reaſonavie, that they noꝛ 
any of them ſhall not fro thenſefozth vle any vnlaurull games.

ters. gz boꝛoughes within theyz cities oz bozowes, by pꝛeſentement of. ii. men, 
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oꝛ by due examination befozethe ſaide Juſtices of peace oꝛ.ii.of them, oꝛ be⸗ 
foe the ſayde may2es oz baylyffes , that than the ſame Juſtices, may:es, oz 
baylyffes haue full auctozitee and power to comptte them to warde, there to 
remaine without bayle oz maynpʒiſe by p ſpace of. viit.dayes oꝛ moꝛe, by the 
diſcrecion of the laide iuſtices, mayzes, o2 batliffes . And alſo that buttes be 
made in euery citee, towne, ⁊ place accoꝛdynge to the lawe of auncient tyme 
vſed. And that the inhabitantes d dwellers in every of them bee compelled 
to make and continue ſuche buttes, ⁊ to exerciſe them ſelte with longe bowes 
in ſhotyng at the ſame #els where on holy dayes &# other tymes conuenient. 
¶ And ouer that it is enacted by the ſayd auctoꝛitee, p euery iuſtice of peace 
within this realme, oꝛ. ii. of them within their ſeuerall iuriſdictions, haue 


places by they: dilcrecton, within euery ſhyꝛe, cite, oꝛ boꝛowes, where the 
moſt common repayze and reſozte is ot his ſubtectes,# there to inhabite and 
make longe bowes of el me, wyche, oꝛ other wodde of litell pꝛice and value to 
ſerue the cõminaltee koʒ the due exerciſe ol ſhotynge, and to take and cõpell 
as many oł them as they ſhall thynk neceſſary by theyz diſcrecions, to inha⸗ 
byte atſuche places fo: the ſame. And fo in lyke wyſe as often as þ caſe ſhall 
require ⁊ be thought behouetull . And that all bowe ſtaues of ewe hereafter 
to be bꝛought in to this realme to be ſolde, be open and not ſolde in bundels 
no: cloſe, to thentent the byers ok theym may haue perfyte knowlege ofthe 
goodneſſe ot them, and gyue the better pꝛice koꝛ them, ik they be ſo woꝛthe. 
¶ And be it alſo enacted by d auctoꝛitee afozeſatd, that all matres, bailiffes, 
ſheryffes, and all other head officers ſhall make open pꝛoclamacion oftheſe 
pꝛelentes in euery market ct keire to be holden within their ſeueral turifdicti- 
ons c auctozities. And alſo that the Juſtice ofthe gaole delyuere, aſſiſes, 4

and exerciſe ok the ſubiectes of this his realme in ſhotyng in longe bowes, 
there hath continually growen and ben within the ſame, great nombze, and 
multitude of good archers, whiche haue not onely defended this realme, 
and the ſubiectes therok againſt the cruell malice and daunger ok theyz out- 
warde ennemies, in time heretokoze paſſed, but alſo with litell noumbꝛe and 
puiſſaunce (in regarde) haue done many noble actes, and diſcomfitures of 
warre againſt the infidelies and other, and furthermoze ſubdued and re⸗ 
duced diuers and many regions and countreis to their obeiſaunce, to the 
great honour, kame, and ſuertie of this realme and ſubiectes, and to the 
terrible dꝛede and feare ok all ſtraunge nacions any thinge to attempte oz 
do to the hurte oꝛ damage ok them, oꝛ any ofthem. And albeit that diuers
